945(E). Whereas by notification of the Government of India in the erstwhile 
Ministry ofShipping, Road Transport and Highways (Department of Road Transport 
and Highways) number S.O. 1097 '(E), dated the 4 th August, 2005, issued under 
section 11 of the National Highways Authority oflndia Act, 1988 ( 68 of 1988), the 
Central Government has entrusted the stretch from kilometer 14.400 to kilometer 
452.700 ( Kolkata to Dalkhola section) of National Highway No. 34 in the State of 
West Bengal to the National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Authority”); 


And whereas, pursuant to the provision of section 14 of the said Act, 
the Authority has entered into an Agreement (hereinafter referred to as said 
agreement) with M/s Baharampore - Farakka Highways Limited, having its 
registered office at Hincon House, Lai Bahadur Shastri Marg, Vikhroli (West) 
Mumbai, 400083, India, (hereinafter referred to as the “Concessionaire”), the 
/ successful bidder for bids submitted on 26.11.2009 for the development of 
Baharampore - Farakka section from Km 191.416 to Km 294.684 on National 
Highway No. 34 (hereinafter referred to as the “said section”) to four lane divided 
carriageway and operation and maintenance of the said section. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the National 
Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rule 3 of the National Highways Fee 
(Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008 ( hereinafter referred to as the 
“Rules”), the Central Government, having regard to the expenditure involved in 
building, maintenance, management and operation of the said section, interest^otn 
the capital invested, reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the period of the 
agreement entered into between the authority and the concessionaire, hereby 
notifies that there shall be levied and collected fees on mechanical vehicles for the 
use of the said section at the rate specified in columns (2) of the Table 1 for net 
road section length for use of the four and more lane sections ( hereinafter referred 
to as “base rate”) and at the base rates specified in the Table No.2 for 
bridges/ structure/ bypass costing Rupees Fifty crore or more on the Type of 
Vehicles specified in Table 1 and 2 below, and authorizes the said Concessionaire 
to collect and retain the fee on and from the date of commercial operation or 
publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, whichever is later, till the 
termination date as specified in the agreement;

3. The rate of monthly pass for local personal traffic is Rs. 190.00 ( rupees One 
Hundred Ninety only) for the year 2011-12 which is subject to revision eveiy 
year as per the provisions of the National Highways Fee (Determination of 
Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008.
